This is re- 
spectively 15 per 
cent, 31 per 


cent and 80 per cent more than 
last year. 


A great deal of the apples that 


used to go into common storage, 
the report points out, are now 
placed in the commercial, stor- 
age houses 
designed 
especially 


for long keeping.. Furthermore, 
according to the report, a large 
rcservp stock is tending to hold 
the apple market steady to 
a 


surprising degree, prices cliang- 
ina but little from ti^\j

ence With Demonstration 


At Temple Theater. 


D e v i c e Represents New 


Phase In Reproduction Of 


Music, Says Manager. 


A most interesting' demonstration 


of the new Brunswick Panatrope 
was given at the Temp e 
theater 


Tuesday 
evening by 
Mr. 
O. G. 


White, district 
manager f or 
the 


company, and Mr. W. E. Doty, drs- 
trict technician 
The Panatrope is a new depart- 


ure in musical machines, its prin- 
cipal being just the reverse of the 
mechanical machines, Mr. Whjte 
said. 
It is entirely electrical, the re- 


cords being made by an electrical 
process, and 
the reproduction of 


the sound being accomplished by 
electricity. 
In explaining the more technical 
phases of the Tanatrope Mr. "White 
explained that it Is the direct oppos- 
ite of a mechanical 
instrument 


."The last thing m the Panatrope 
Is the reproduction of the sound. 
In the cone," he said, "while in 
the diaphragm of the mechanical 
device it is the first." 
The music is carried to the "cone" 


which is the amplifying device, by 
means of two small electiic wires, 
which transmit the vibrations. The 
\olume of sound Is capable of any 
regulation, large enough to fill a 
theater, as would an orchestra, or 
for the private home. 


Compares Two Machines. 
An interesting 
comparison was 


made between a high-priced phono- 
graph of the same make and the 
newer instrument A record which 
seemed puny and small in the large 
auditorium when plaj ed on the reg- 
ulation machine, developed a tre- 
mendous richness of tone quality 
and volume when played on the 
Panatiope. 
The new recording method en- 


ables a much greater range of vi- 
brations to be included, White said. 
Before the new process was devised 
vibrations lower than 128, low fre- 
quency, or above 2,000, high fre- 
quency, could not be recorded. Now 
it extends from 16 to 10,000. The 
range on an ordinary piano is from 
16 to 4,128, and 
for that reason 


piano records are greatly enhanced 
m charm. 
Six -\ ears were spent in labora- 
toiy work in perfecting the ma- 
chine, the company experts working 
with others from the large electrical 
companies of the country. 
The Panatrope is the first strict- 


ly electrical instrument to be in- 
vented, White said, and predicted 
that other companies would adopt 
this method in a tew year's. 
In addition to its qualities as a 


musical instrument it is also cap- 
able of rendering radio music much 
more enjoyable. In fact, it seems 
to take all of the static out of the 
radio and produce the music as fi ee 
trom disonnnee as it does a record. 
The machine may

TURNING 'EM LOOSE. 


No better appreciation of the menace of the pa- 


role system can bs gained than by a study of the 
compilations recently completed In 
Cook county, 


Illinois, and in the state of Texas. 


The Chicago Tribune yesterday printed the com^ 


plete list of paroles of Cook county prisoners from 
the penitentiaries of Illinois. Since January 1. 1925, 
or slightly less than the 12-months period, 950 crimi- 
nals have been released upon parole. A state's at- 
torney has been assigned to investigate the situa- 
tion. State's Attorney Robert Crowe expressed him- 
self as shocked but said that he was powerless to do 
anything save return those to the penitentiary who 
were unable to show any 
good reason why they 


should be free. All of the furore and the subsequent 
investigation of the operation of the .parole system 
resulted from the liberation of Ira D. Perry, Jr., a 
convicted murderer, who killed a jeweler in Chicago 
during a holdup. 
The Chicago Crime commission 


has been aiding In the inquiry. The Bar association 
of that city, recently stirred to action by the great 
increase in crime, has tendered its services. The 
Illinois Federation of Women's clubs adopted a de- 
nunciatory resolution. Tho Chicago Jewelers' asso- 
ciation, in a letter to Governor Small, asserted that 
the parole was a serious "setback" to oidcrly govern- 
ment. 
Chicago is the center of population in Cook county. 
Jt is hardly necessary to reca.ll conditions in that^ 


community. Since the first of the year there have 
been over 700 cases of murder in Chicago. There 
have been thousands of cases of violent crime. Life 
and property are not safe in the second largest com- 
munity in the -United States. There is a. direct re- 
lationship between the lack of reverence for law 
in Chicago and the ease with which paroles have 
been obtained. 
When gangsters and gunmen can 


through a single "haul" enrich themselves more than 
through a lifetime of honcbt toll, it is not to be ex- 
pected that they will close their eyes to temptation 
Add to this the knowledge that even in case of con- 
viction, which under our legal system is remote, the 
chances are better than even they will be able to se- 
cure their release and law loses Its terror for the 
vicious clement in this country. 


It Is not probable that m 50 percent of the cases 


of 950 men released In Cook county that there has 
been an actual reformation. More than half of the&c 
men owe their freedom to Intercession from the out- 
side, to rich and Influential friends who never relax 
in their efforts to secure paroles, and to the merci- 
ful Impulses of public officials who delude themselves 
into believing they arc aiding In regeneration of their 
fellow men. 


Recently it was revealed that Ma Ferguson had 


paroled and freed over 1,000 prisoners in the Texas 
penitentiaries since she came Into office a little less 
than a year ago. In two states then over 2,000 crimi- 
nals have been turned loose upon thejcountry, a por- 
tion of whom <nlll resume their lawless practices. 
How many arc 
there 
paroled in 
the United 


States in a 
single year? 
How many of them 


EO strai'ght and how many have to be returned, or 
are s.rtll free to plunder and rob and murder? If this 
country is to intelligently approach its crime problem, 
isn't it about time that America Is gathering some 
accurate and reliable information on this question. 
The department of justice at Washington should be 
in a position to secure the data with reference to the 
federal prisons. Thr association of governors of th.- 
various states could not perform a more noteworthy 
service than 1o secure the compilations for the vari- 
ous commonwealths of the nation. 


It Is conceivable from the figures in Cook county, 


Illinois, and from Texas that 50,000 criminals are 
being paroled every 3 car. Fully half of this number 
resume their criminal ways. The expense of curbing 
their activities and of again securing their convic- 
tions is frightful, to say nothing of the economic loss 
in life and property to which America voluntarily 
subjects herself. The cost of keeping th'em confined 
is small in comparison to tho drain of turning them 
loose. They belong In prison. 


'LET'S HAVE A FIDDLING CONTEST. 


Maine's champion fiddler, who got himself into the 


national limelight and may land a vaudeville con- 
tract by reason of having been invited by Henry 
Ford to visit Detroit and play at an old-fashioned 
dancing party there, may be a "whiz" with tho bow 
and all that; but out here in Nebraska we refuse to 
admit that he can perform any better than lots of 
home talent artists we have in our own state. 


Nebraskans will admit that New England cxcells 


in some lines, such as furnishing statesmen to run 
the government at Washington; getting tariff pro- 
tection and high railroad rates to make the rest of 
the country support it; production of wooden nut- 
megs: making and selling rickety furniture to satis- 
fy the demand for "antiques"; and a choice collection 
of blue laws handed do^n trom colonial days. 
But 


. when it comes to fiddling, this state concedes no su- 


periority to MMnc or any other par^of Yankecdom. 


Tho Cornhusker realm was settled more than half 


a century ago by a generation of fiddlers. Such oid 
lyrics as "Money Musk," "Pop Goes the Weasel," 
"Turkey in the Straw." and "The Irish Washerwo- 
man" have been played and rtanced to out here on 
they prairies ever since white men came. 
There Is 


not a rural community to be 
found in Nebraska 


•without one or morye venerable violin players. 
And 


many of them are past masters with tho horsehair 
and catgut who could hold their own in an/ company. 


If somebody would get up a grand tournament ol 


tiddlers from all parts of the 
country, 
Nebraska 


•would welcome the opportunity to demonstrate that 
nhe has talent second to none In that class anywhere. 
Sho could produce a hundred contestants wo-th- 
match their skill against the much-vaunted Mellie 
Dunham and all ot*hcr championship claimants. 


The man from Maine was never heard of until Ford 


happened to run across him and took a fancy to his 
playing. 
Through that fortuitous incident he has 


become famous. His case is much like that of-the 
redoubtable "Red" Grange, touted as the greatest 
football player in the country, who has lately been 
cashing In on the huge amount ot free advertislnR 
given him by the newspapers. It will be remembered, 
however, that when Grange ran up against the Ne- 
braska football tram he met his Waterloo. And Mr. 
Dunham had better watch out If lie should over be 
called upon to demonstrate his prowess as against 
one, of our Cornhuskcr vlollnlnts.

There will be an Indoor and an outdoor 


motion picture theatre, swimming pool, laundry that 
wiH call for and deliver to-passengers daily, a bar- 
ber shop for the crew, the largest number of private 
baths ever built into a ship, and a soda fountain. 


The vessel will be 5S2 feet long, with a beam of 83 


feet and a displacement of 22,050 tons on a draft of 
28 feet 6 Inches. It Is designed for a speed of 22 
knots with 25,000 horsepower. 
The steam pressure 


on the boilers will be 280 pounds to the square inch. 
The turbines will run at 1.500 revolutions per minute 
and the propellers at 123. 
, 


Steam will be furnished by a battery of twelve wa- 


ter-tube oil burning boilers and thus is another pos- 
sible market for coal lost. It is a significant fact 
that few if any of the vessels now being constructed 
arc being equipped for the 
burning of hard fuel, 


while many of those built In the past are being re- 
constructed so that oil may be utilized The mark- 
et for coal is being constantly restricted-instead of 
being enlarged, yet those engaged in the industry, 
whether as operators or miners, insist, as far as lies 
within their power, on operating the same number of 
mines, with the same number of operatives as in that 
day when coal was depended upon for practically all 
purposes. 


It is a desperate fight against fate, of which there 


can be but one outcome. There Is constant talk to 
the effect that the supply of oil is limited and that 
it will certainly be exhausted within a-comparatlvely 
short time, but there is nothing to indicate that i 
is true. New fields are being constantly discovered 
and developed, that In Venezuela promising to be 
one of the greatest and most productive ever tapped. 
Indications are that there are other great reservoirs 
in South America, so there seems no more danger 
of exhausting the oil supply than that of coal. 


The sooner those engaged in the coal 
industry 


adapt themselves to the Inevitable the better it will do 
for all concerned. Half of the men who arc attempt- 
ing to make their living out of it are unnecessary and 
their continuance constitutes an economic drag on 
Uic entire country. 


A BAN ON THE "INTERNATIONALE." 


It Is regrettable that the French government cannot 


show the same fine courage in tackling Its financial 
problem that It revealed In rejecting tho demands of 
M. Rakovsky, the soviet embassador In Pans. 


It has been a time-honored tradition in France 


when a new foreign representative Is received to play 
the national hymn of his country. When arrange- 
ments were being completed for the first official 
caJl of the new ambassador of the Moscow govern- 
ment, President Doumergue of France put his foot 
down on the playing of the 'Internationale" RaJov- 
sky fumed and raged. 
Doumergue was unbending. 


Radovsky sent word to the Elysee Palace that he 
would not call there unless the strains of the "Inter- 
nationale" accompanied his arrival. Doumergue told 
him to suit himself but no revolutionary song was go- 
ing to* echo through the 
Klysee while he was boss 


there. 


The result was that II. Radovsky called to pay his 


respects to the French president and the bugle suf- 
ficed to announce his arrival. 


France has the most serious soviet problem of any 


of the western countries of Europe. Communism has 
reared its head in Paris, and in other sections of the 
country so that it is now reliably reported that the 
order has over 150,000 members. 
Had Doumergue 


given his approval to the playlng-nf the "Internation- 
ale" in the Elysee Palace, his surrender would have 
been used to the greatest advantage by his enemies. 
He was wise and courageous In his refusal.

- COMMON EYE TROUBLES. 


Foreign Bodies In The Eye. 
When a speck of something gets into the eye and cannot be seen 


and removed at once, do not rub the eye, but close it until the tears form. 


It is easy enough to pull the lower lid down, and if the speck is ^ Isl- 


ble it can be removed with the corner of a clean handkerchief, or with 
a bit of absorbent cotton wound around the end of a toothpick. If the 
speck is1 under the upper lid, bometimes taking hold of the lid by the 
fashes and drawing the lid down over" the lower lid, will dislodge the 
particle. If this doesn't work, the upper lid can be turned back. (Some- 
body else will have to do this.) 
. 
Turning th« Upper Lid Back. Have the patient sit with nis head 


back, in a low chair placed in a good light; stand behind him holding 
his head against you and your arm. Place a match or pencil horizontally 
across the closed lid just above the middle; then with the fingers of 
your other hand, grasp the lashes firmly, pull the lid do\»u. and then 
turn it up over the article used. (This is quite a little trick, and you 
feel as though you were going to hurt the eye. but you will not, for the 
lid is very elastic.) Remove the s.peck and pull the lid out a little OIL 
to get It back in place.

After the speck Is removed, the following eye wash can be jised. 
Eye Wach. Take a moderately-heaped teaspoonful each of blcarDon- 


ate of soda, borax and tablesalt; disolve these in one quart of DOjlea 
water; add a full tablespoonful of glycerine, and filter, (lou can filter 
by passing the solution through a cotton-stuffed funnel.) 
- 
If the irritation persists, the eye wash and the application of some 


cold compresses, for an hour or so, may allay it. If the irritation still 
persists after several hours, the eye should be firmly bandaged so that 
the eyeball is kept at rest, and a physician or eye specialist consulted. 


If substances like lime or motar or other rttong alkalies, or acids 


should gat into the eye, these cause burn:., the eye should be Immed atelj 
Cashed with great quantities of water by holding the eye open la the 
water and blinking rapidly. 
The treatment is to neutralize the substance, i ne 


tralized with a solution of boric acid or weak solution 
lemon jluce—about one teaspoonful to the cup of water, 
neutralized by alkaline solution such a teaspoonful of ^carbonate of 
soda to the cup of water.

The Chicago Jew elers’ a ss o ­ 
ciation, In a letter to G overnor Small, a.sserted that 
the parole was a serious “setback’’ to orderly go vern ­ 
ment. 
Chicago Is the center of popfllation In Cook county . 
It Is hardly necessary to recall conditions In thut^ 
community . 
Since the first of the y ear there have 
been over 700 ca.ses 
of 
m urder in Chicago. 
There 
have been thousands of cases of violent crime. 
IJfe 
and property are not safe In the second largest com ­ 
m unity In the United States. 
There is a direct re ­ 
lationship between the lack of reverence for law 
In Chicago and the ease w ith whtch paroles have 
been obtained. 
When gangsters and gunm en can 
through a single “haul’’ enrich themselves more than 
through a lifetime of honest toll. It is not to be e x­ 
pected tha t they will close their ey es to tem ptation 
Add to this the knowledge tha t even In case of co n ­ 
viction. which under our legal sy stem is remote, the 
chances are better than even they will he able to se ­ 
cure their release and law loses its terror for the 
vicious clement In this country . 
It Is not probable that in 60 percent of the cases 
of 950 men released In Cook county that there has 
been an actual reform ation. 
More than half of these 
men owe their freedom to Intercession from the o ut­ 
side. to rich and influential friends who never relax 
In their efforts to secure paroles, and to the m erci­ 
ful impulses of public officials who delude them selves 
Into believing they arc aiding In regeneration of their 
fellow men. 
Recently it was revealed that Ma Ferguson had 
paroled and freed over 1.000 prisoners in the Texas 
penitentiaries since she came. Into office a little less 
than a y ear ago. 
In two states then over 2.000 crim i­ 
nals have been turne« ! loose upon the country , a po r­ 
tion of whom will resum e 
their 
lawless practices 
How 
m any 
arc 
there 
paroled in 
the 
United 
y tates 
in a 
single 
y ear? 
How 
m any 
of 
them 
go straight and how' m any have to be returned, or 
are qtlll free to plunder and rob anti m urder? 
If this 
country is to intelligently approach Us crime problem. 
Isn’t It about time tha t America Is gathering some 
accurate and reliable inform ation on this question 
The departm ent of Justice at W ashington should he 
til a position to secure the d ata with reference to the 
federsl prisons. 
The association of governors of the 
various states coul.l n« .t perform a more notew orthy 
service than to secure the compilations for the va ri­ 
ous comm onwealths «>f the nation. 
It Is conceivable from the figures in Cook county , 
Illinois, and from T exas that 50.000 crim inals are 
being parolcit every y ear. 
Fully half of this number 
resume their criminal way s. 
The expense of curbing 
Ihelr activities and of again securing their convic­ 
tions Is frightful, to say nothing of the economic loss 
In life an« l property to which America voluntarily 
subjects herself 
The cost of keeping them confined 
is small In c« >inparison to the drain of tufnlng them 
loose. 
They belong In prison.

Foraign Bodies In The Ey e. 
W hen a speck of som ething gets into the ey e and cannot be seen 
and removed a t once, do not rub the ey e, but close it until the tears form. 
It is easy enough to pull the lower lid down, and if the spei'k Is visi­ 
ble it can be removed w ith the corner of a clean handkerchief, or with 
a bit of absorbent cotton w ound around the end of a toothpick. If the 
speck is under the upper lUl, som etim es taking hold of the lid by tho 
lashes and draw ing the lid dow n over the lower lid, will dislodge the 
particle. If this doesn’t work, the upper lid can be turned back. (S om e­ 
body else will have to do this.) 
, 
Turning the Upper Lid Back. H ave the patient sit w Bh his head 
back, in a low chair placed in a good light; stand behind him holding 
his head agaln.st y ou and y our arm . Place a m atch or pencil Imrlzontally 
across the closed lid Just above, the middle: then with the fingers of 
y our o ther hand, grasp the lashes firmly , pull the lid down, and then 
turn It up over the article \ised. (This Is quite a little trick, and >ou 
feel as though y ou w ere going to hurt the ey e, but y ou will not. for the 
lid Is very elastic.) 
Remove the ijpcck and pull the lid out a little bit 
to get It back In place.
